East St. IiOuis, III., Jan . 6.— United 
States Senator Robert M. La Follette 
ended the second day of his "down 
state” speaking tour of Illinois in Fast 
St. \A)uls by speaking in the city hall 
assembly room. 
He talked of eorrup 
tlon in the government to a crowd of 
men and women w hich filled the room 
The senator was forced to rest in a 
hotel after his arrival 
in 
East 
St 
Ixniis, but his secretary, who aided 
him up the steps to the assembly room 
said that Senator La Follette had been 
gaining strength. 
The senator, in beginning his speech, 
traced the course of corruption which, 
he declared, made the United States 
government "rotten as a government 
of the people.” 
“ The beginning of the corruption 
was felt,” said Mr. 1a Follette, “ soon 
after the organization of the large cor­ 
porations.” 
His speech here was a repetition 
largely 
of 
his 
Chicago address 
of 
Wednesday. 
"Now we are paying the cost of le­ 
gitimate profits and on stock wafered 
four times,” said the speaker in re 
ferring to the cost of living. 
A list of ninety-six men who, the 
senator said, “ control the destinies of 
the government,” was reduced to four­ 
teen by the speaker, with J. I* 
.Mor­ 
gan and Jo h n D. Rockefeller as the 
leaders. The senator accused the four­ 
teen men of controlling tile free capi­ 
tal and credit of the country, of not 
ministering to 
the 
business of 
the 
country and of being a menace to com 
mercial flanking. 
In mentioning former Senator A l­ 
drich, Senator 1a 
Follette declared 
that in forty years there has been 
nothing in the interest of the pit bit ^ 
In the banking laws. 
He warned the 
small bankers and business men to 
scan 
the proposed 
Aldrich currency 
plan before signing petitions In its fa­ 
vor. 
He said he was going to use a 
microscope before he voted on It. 
Senator La Follette, because of the 
brief time he had to get a train to 
Danville, devoted only five minutes to 
the “ progressive movement." 
He ad­ 
vised his auditors to study the logia 
lation of Wisconsin and 
mentioned 
specifically the workingm en’s eompen 
sation act and the railroad commis­ 
sion.
